Loxpon, May 8.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Samuel Woods, Labor M. P. for th- 
west Lancashire and Vice-President of the 
Federation of Miners, moved that the bill 
establishing eight. hours as a legal 
Gay’s work be read a second time.

INCOMPLETED EXHIBITS. 


DAY AFTER THE GLAMOR OF THE 
OPENING HAS PASSED. 


WorLD’s Farr GROU WDS, CHICAGO, May 8.— 
Clouds and sun alternated at the Exposition 
to-day in a most tantalizing manner for the 
visitors, but no rain fell and old Sol gained 
the mastery in the and. With a persistence 
deserving of a better cause the clouds have 
hung over the Worid’s Fair for nearly three 
weeks in succéssion, and warm, sunny 
weather seems as fat away as it would de in 
November. Still the Werld’s Fair officials 
and contractors were happy for the absence 
of rain, as they areable to push the work on 
the roadways and buildings which remain in 
an unfinished state. "Over 600,000 square 
yards of roadway have already beep made 
firm and smooth for the summer crowds, and 
100,000 yards more have to be pat in the same 
condition. The sound of the steam roller is 
a familiar one, and mud is au extremely scarce 
quantity compared with the condition of 
things on the opening day. 

The indications this morning are that yes- 
terday’s crowd will be largely increased. 
Over 14,000 persons paid 50 cents to see as 
much ofthe Fair as they could yesterday. 

The executive officers of the Expositien are 
well satisfied with the attendance so far, 
considering the threatening weather, the 
dislike of people to tramp through mud and 
the unfinished state of several departmental 
and foreign buildings. The visitors who are 
interested in electrical machinery are dis- 
appointed more than any ners, as the ex- 
ribits in that building are the farthest be- 
hind. In fact, there is hardly anything 
worth seeing in the Dullding yet. Thousands 
of persons yearn for a sign of the treasures 
in the Fine Arts builiding as they stop to ad- 
mire its incomparable classic exterior, but 
paintings and other works of art are still 
arriving and the doors are closed to the 
public for the reason that installation would 
have to stop if persons were allowed to 
enter. 

The finishing touches are being put to the 
exhibits in several of the State buildings, but 
some are as far behind in installation as Rus- 
sia, whose show was delayed by the blockade 
in the Baltic Sea. It seemsto be fashionable 
to be late at the Fair, as well asat church, 
and ina. great measure this appears to be 
due to the adoption ofatardy policy among 
employes of the State boards and contract- 
ors. Like everybody else who has anything 
to sell or is benefited by the Fair, these men 
have evidently made up their minds to make 
their jobs last as long as they can and get all 


the money they can out of the Fair. 
The price lists of the restaurants are Eiffel 


Tower-like in their proportions, but not sta- 
tionary like that structure. The prices vary 
according to the willingness of the patron to 
pay. Walters collect for everything served, 
and collect what they please. 

It is reported that the Council of Adminis- 
tretion will take the thrifty restarauteurs in 
band and compel them to adopt a fixed price 
list which will bring food within the reach 
of persons of moderate means. There was 
no more trouble among the walters to-day.

SHORT $2,000,000. 


The Gold Reserve Has Fallen in Spite 
Bankers’ Patriotism. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—Secretary Carlisle 
was busy this morning answering his mall, 
which had accumulated during his absence. 
He looked well, despite the fatigue of the 
long journey from Chicago and expressed 
himselfas well satisfied with the financial 
situation. He said his conferences with the 
bankers of New York and Chicago were very 
satisfactory. He declined to say whether he 
had effected any arrangement with them to 
build up the gold reserve, orto protect. it in 
case it became depleted by. continued 
export, 

The gold reserve, according the figures on 
the Treasury books, is to-day $97,025,000. 
This includes, as far as can be accurately 
ascertained, all the gold offered andjaccepted 
within the past ten days, except about 
$750,000, thus leaving the reserve invaded 
about $2,000,000. This has deen occasioned 
by the quiet withdrawal of gold from the 
New York and Boston Sub-Treasuries for 


shipment to Canada, and by the further fact 
that 81.000, % promised from the West was at 
the last moment withdrawn. 

Some small offers were made to- and 
accepted, and unless the export for Satur - 
day is large itis probable that the Treasury 
may make up the deficiency and the gold re- 
serve again become intact. 

The total gold in the country, as estimated 
by the Treasurer’s- official circulation state- 
ment, aggregates 8618. 000, 000, of which $518, - 
000,000 is in circulation.

No Prophesy ‘as to the Outcome of the 
Movement, but Belief in Its Import- 
ane Iwo Thousand Insurgen te Ober- 
ating in the Mountains—A Statement 
of the Causes Which Have Led to the 
Contest for ths Exeeing of Cubs From 
Madria’s Rule. _ : 


Key West, Fla., May 8,—Senor Jose Marti 
arrived ‘on ‘the Mascdtte from Tampa this 
afternoon. By the time the steamer reached 
her dock nearly every residence and business 
house occupied by ‘Cubans was gay with 
dunting and Cuban flags. 

Representatives of sixty revolutionary 
lodges, carrying banners and flags, headed 
by a brass band, marched tothe dock. Marti 
had landed and was awaiting the arrival of 
the procession. -He was surrounded by thou- 

sof enthusiasts, waving their bats and 

outing ‘‘Viva Cuba Liberta.’’ When the 
procession of more than two,thousand started 
he marched with the delegates, who had re- 
ceived him behind a band, to the residence 
of Theodore Perez, his host. The crowd 
trode over each other for a sight of ora 
handclasp with the man in whom they put 
their trust for leadership. Marti addressed 
the largest crowd of Oubans in Tampa last 
night that was ever gathered there. 

In an interview Marti said that Cuba was 
ripe for rebellion, — 

He says the revolutionary party is not to be 
suppressed and has opened channels through 
which the war is to be conducted. 

It is to be a revolution. entirely in keeping 
with the dictates of humanity and practical 
democracy. Marti says Spain is afraid, yet 
it desired a premature oubreak in the hope 
of quelling it sooner. He does not pretend to 
prophesy the outcome of ‘the movement. 
Much depends on Spain, but he evidently be- 
lieves it will spread all over the island, hav- 
ing begun in the most unconquerabie portion 
ofthe island. The United States cutter is 
ready to sal at a moment’s notice. 

News has been received that the insurgent 
forces, 2,000 well armed, are operating in the 
mountainous region, the recesses of which 
are well known to them. 


THE GRIEVANCES. 


OF THE GROUNDS TAKEN BY THE 
REVOLUTIONISTS. ö ; vy 

New Yourke, Mar 3.—The Cuban Revolu- 
tionary Society of this city is alert over the 
news of events on the island. There have 
been several arrivals within the past twenty- 
four hours of men prominently identified 
with the movement for the overthrow of 
Spanish rule. 

Secretary Quesada, of the Revolutionary 
Society, would not talk. From one of the 
recent arrivals it was learned that the move- 
ment to assist Cuban patriots ina revolu- 
tion was being centralized, in case of a 
an immediatele necessity for an expedition. 
The informant desired his name withheld, 
but told the following story of the condition 
of affairs that has led, or will lead, to.a 
revolution in Cuba: 

»The treaty of Zanjou, which ended the 
ten years war of 1868-78, gave freedom to all 
the slaves mustered into the revolutionary 
army, and gave privileges to all the other 
Spanish colontes. That is to say, it did so on 
paper. Under the new order of things the 
Home Rule party was formed. It was com- 
posed of native-born Cubans, and its object 
was the representation of the needs of the 
people by the people's chosen leaders. On 
the other hand there was the Conservative 
party, representing Spanish rule and Span- 
ish domination. Although representing a 
minority of the inhabitants of Ouba, the 
Conservatives were in power through the 
control of the ballot-boxes and the necessary 
property qualification for the exercise of the 
right to vote. This qualification wasat that

Wnat the Home Rule party wanted was 
universal suffrage unrestrained by either a 
tax or property qualification, the right to 
make commercial treaties that affected their 
home interests anda dominion Parliament.

There is too much nonsense underlying 
the sympathetic endeavors of well-meaning 
people to ‘‘elevate the working classes.’’ 
As a rule these benevolent attempts are 
either uncalled for or futile. The factory 
girl who has a good home and fair wages 
does not need ‘‘elevation,’’ or if she 
does she is able to elevate herself 
without the officious help of others. On 
the other hand, the girl who is underpaid 
and dwells in a squalid home with vicious 
surroundings cannot be ‘‘elevated’’ at all 
unless the weight which is dragging her 
down is removed. Morality too often 
fights a losing battle against starvation, 
and neither tracts nor sympathy nor good 
counsel will quiet the clamor of an empty 
stomach, 

Persons who want to ‘‘help’’ the work- 
ing classes can best accomplish their 
object by so altering conditions that the 
workers can help themselves, for in the 
long run the individual must work out 
his own salvation if it is to be worked out. 
Meanwhile ‘‘slummers’’ should remem- 
ber that it is not pleasant for self-respect- 
ing but hard-working girls to be ques- 
tioned and discussed by their more fortun- 
ate sisters, who are too apt to underrate 
the moral ability and mental strength of 
the poor.

The idea of having a display of woman’s 
work for the purpose of demonstrating the 
ability of woman and to vindicate her claim 
toan independent place in society was 
unique in the history of world exhibitions 
It was born of the fertile fancy of Ameri- 
can women and has been realized by their 
energy and intelligence. These qualities 
are already demonstrated by the complete. 
success of the Board of Lady Managers in 
enlisting the cheerful co-operation of 
women all over the civilized world and the 
production ofan exhibit which witnesses 
to the organizing and administrative 
faculty of the ‘‘ weaker sex.’’ 

As Mrs. Palmer points out, women can- 
not expect recognition as the industrial 
equals of men until they prove their equal- 
ity by their works. Whether or not this 
will be accomplished by the exhibit of 
woman’s skill remains to be seen, but at 
least a beginning has been made and every 
woman has cause for self-congratulation 
for the opportunity afforded her. If the 
work of the Boardof Lady Managers re- 
sults in encouraging and strengthening 
those women who are compelled to face 
the world and earn their bread, it will de- 
serve to be ranked as one of the most 
useful factors in the civilization of the 
future. 


SOBBING OF THE SUGAR MER. 


In its issue of last Saturday the Louisi- 
ana Planter, an organ of the sugar men, 
says: 

The common conviction seems to be that, 
as the American sugar producers have ac- 
cepted the law of Oct. 1, 1890, in good faith, 
andhave gone forward aad invested mill- 
ionsof dollars m the Industry under that 
law, and accepted its conditions, one of 
which was that itehall continue in force un- 
til 1104, thatthey will not be interfered with 
by adverse legislation, and if legislation is 
had inthe matter, that common justice will 
suggest, if not demand, that those wh o have 
accepted the law in good faith, and who 
have pr dead under ft, shall be protected 
by other legislation equally effective. 

Commenting on this the New Orleans 
Times- Democrat remarks: 

What the sugar industry, therefore, as we 
said already, needs above all things is—to be 
let alone. 

These gentlemen suffer from a mental de- 
fect very common among the Philistines— 
they have no sense of humor. All the 
highwayman needs is, to be let alone. 
He can be as happy as the day is long if his 
yictime will submit quietly to his exac- 
tions. In like temper the men who receive 
bounties very naturally are anxious to en- 
joy their ill-gotten'and unearned revenues 
undisturbed, and they would be foolish 
not to desire a quiet and undisturbed 
career. They have a good thing and of 
course do not want any meddling. 

But the argument brought forward by 
the Louisiana Planter is as old and respect- 
able as time itself. Itis that which as- 
sumes that one who accomplishes a wrong 
thereby ecquires aright. Of course such 
an one accepts, in good faith’’ the law by 
which he perpetrates the wrong and ac- 
quires the right. 
in good faith. But look at the matter 
from the opposite point of view. The ex- 
istence of his right involves a wrong to 
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money tor him 
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The people of the United States are under 
no moral or legal obligation to continue 
paying the sugar bounties after they shall 
have secured the repeal of the bounty act. 
They never sanctioned the act, and the 
authority to make such a grant perpetual 
and’irrevocable was never conferred on 
their agents in Congress. 


Tun sugar planters have reason to be 
‘*alarmed’’ over the prospect of a repeal of 
the bounties paidthem. There should be 
no doubt that this will be done, and little 
or no probability that they will be com- 
pensated by an import duty. But their 
pretense that a wrong will be done by such 
action is both impudent and absurd. No 
individual able to work has a right to ask 
help from the community. If the sugar 
planters cannot earn their own living it 
proves either that they lack the necessary 
intelligence and energy or that they are 
trying to get profit out of an unprofitable 
business. If the latter, they certainly 
should not ask to have the profit piecéd out 
by the people of the whole country. If 
the former the local authorities are ex- 
pected to provide alms-houses and free 
soup for their own poor, and are ened 
able to take care of them.

ENGLAND’S IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 


“Over-Production’’ Said to Have Caused 
Great Depression—The McKinley Biil. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—‘*The iron and 
steel trade of England and Scotland is suf- 
fering considerable depression just now,’’ 
said George Baird, a relative of the late 
sporting character Squire Abington, and 
a wealthy iron manufacturer of Glasgow, 
sojourning in this city.
